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During  the  past  month  KPFA  has  been  intensifying  its  on-the-air  explanations  of  the 
day  to  day  subscription  status  of  the  station  and  joining  this  with  direct  requests  for  sub- 
scriptions. We  hope  we've  made  it  clear  that  the  continuation  of  the  station  depends  upon 
subscriptions  —  new  ones  and  renewals. 

But  for  the  station's  programs  in  general,  and  the  public  affairs  programs  in  parti- 
cular, listener  sponsorship  has  some  implications  which  go  well  beyond  that  very  necessary 
act  of  putting  a  ten  dollar  check  in  an  envelope  once  a  year  and  sending  it  to  KPFA. 

With  some  notable  exceptions,  talk  programs  on  commercial  radio  usually  consist  of 
professional  entertaineis  performing  before  or  "experts"  talking  at  a  nameless  Golden 
Horde  of  consumers.  The  difference  in  function  between  performer  and  listener  is  as 
wide  and  deep  as  an  orchestra  pit  in  a  theater. 

KPFA  ventures  to  expect  —  and  receives  —  a  lot  more  from  its  listeners.  Its  public 
affairs  programs  at  their  best  are  not  a  talk  at,  but  a  talk  between  listeners.  A  goodly 
percentage  of  the  participants  on  KPFA's  discussion  programs  are  themselves  subscribers 
to  the  station,  and  they  bring  to  their  fellow  listeners  at  home  and  in  the  studio  some 
competence  that  is  their  own.  The  programs  in  which  listeners  participate  are  liable  to  be 
among  the  most  successful  which  we  produce,  not  because  they  are  "professional",  but 
because,  for  all  the  occasional  bumbling  around,  they  include  thought  that  is  as  raw 
and  —  hopefully  —  as  honest  as  you  would  expect  to  hear  in  your  own  living  room. 

Listeners  not  only  participate  in  programs,  but  their  ideas  and  suggestions  are  fre- 
quently the  origin  of  programs.  For  example,  in  the  last  Folio,  the  Semantics  series,  the 
Chess  programs,  and  the  discussions  on  "Teen-agers  and  the  Vote"  and  "Alcohol  and 
People"  were  all  based  on  listener  suggestions.  Notable  in  this  Folio  is  the  "non- 
theology"  program  whose  basic  idea  and  personnel  originated  from  the  station's  listeners. 

Undoubtedly  there  are  many  among  KPFA's  listeners  who  nurture  some  competence 
which  would  be  of  considerable  interest,  some  grouse  which  might  lead  to  better  pro- 
graming, some  bizarre  idea  which  would  contribute  to  an  unusual  conversation.  But  we 
never  hear  about  it.  To  these  bashful  ones  this  note  is  addressed.  This  is  a  listener-sup- 
ported station,  and  while  not  every  listener  suggestion  works  out  and  not  every  listener 
participant  is  successful,  listener  suggestions,  participation  and  reaction  are  the  life 
blood  of  this  enterprise.  Write  us.  Phone  us.  This  is  the  station  you  have  helped  to  create.
